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DETAILED ACTION 

- Response to the applicant's amendment dated 5/1 3/2008 

- Amended claims 1-35 are pending 

- Amended claims 1-35 have been allowed 

Claim Objections 

1 . In view of the applicant's amended claims 25-26, all objections to the claims 25- 
26 are withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments see pages 13-14 and amendments of the independent 
claims 1 , 1 2, 1 9, 25, 27 and 34 filed on 5/1 3/2008, with respect to claims 1,12, 
19, 25, 27 and 34 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections 
of claims 1,12,19, 25, 27 and 34 under section 35 USC 1 03(a) has been 
withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior Art of record and, in particular Brown et al. US patent no. 6360340 
(Hereinafter Brown) and further in view of Hughes et al. US patent no. 6,373,758 
(Hereinafter Hughes) teaches semiconductor memories test with a lossless data 
compressor to eliminate faulty memory cells. 

However, the prior art do not teach, suggest, or otherwise render obvious the 
cited limitations in the independent claims 1,12, 19,25 and 34 that comprise 
magnetic memory cells configured to store data, a control system configured to 
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at least twice obtain parametric values from the magnetic memory cells and 
generate a corresponding compressed fault map using the parametric values, 
wherein at least one of the compressed fault maps is compared to a previous 
one of the compressed fault maps and an indication is provided if there are 
differences, said control system further configured to preserve data in said at 
least two magnetic memory cells by migrating the data from said at least 
two magnetic memory cells to another memory medium in response to the 
indication. 

4. Claims (2-1 1 ) depend from claims 1 . 

5. Claims (1 3-1 8) depend from claims 1 2. 

6. Claims (20-24) depend from claims 19. 

7. Claim 26 depend from claims 25. 

8. Claims (28-33) depend from claims 27. 

9. Claim 35 depend from claims 34.
